That board has 
decided that if the hospital is to properly dis 
charge its functions a children’s department 
will have to be established. The city commis 
sioners have recommended the proposal to the 
city council, and the city council are in turn 
recommending it to the burgesses, after secur- 
ing the approval of the public utilities commis- 
sion as to the propriety of the expenditure. 

To argue that a children’s department is 
not necessary is to challenge the competence of 
the hospital board and management, the city 
commissioners, and the city council. That is 
what the proposition amounts to. For if these 
bodies have any serious business in life it sure- 
ly is to stand between tax payers and unneces 
Bary expenditure. 

The plan that has been proposed, after ex 
haustive inquiry, is to build a children’s de- 
partment standing in the same relation to the 
main building as the isolation sections: that is, 
@ separate building connected with the main 
building. This will accomplish the ends of 
economy by making available to the children’s 
department the laundry, boiler house, main 
kitchen, diet kitchen, X-ray department, cen 
tral offices and operating room of the main 
building. This plan has been approved by the 
¢ity architect, the hospital board, and the 
¢ity council, and is the one to be carried out if 
the money now being asked for is granted. 

This plan would provide the children’s de- 
partment of fireproof construction and with 
accommodation for 100 beds. The cost is the 
game as that of the isolation department erect- 
ed some years ago. It makes use of all 
auxiliary services already existing in the hospi 

tal. It provides properly lighted, heated, aiid 

ed quarters for juvenile patients, 
i it is admitted they have not now and 
eannst be given in the present building.

The work 
of the present department was again reviewed, and it was found that 
owing to the splendid nursing service established in this section, that 
good work was being accomplished, but owing to the location of the 
ward it was found to be exceedingly difficult and practically impos- 
sible to secure the desired results, as the floor of the department was 
some 41, fect below grotnd level. The fresh air coming in through 
the windows was found to be heavy and damp. It was also found | 
exceedingly difficult and practically impossible to prevent very sick 


children from catching cold, owing to the drafts from windows placed 
too high above the patients’ beds.

The present Children’s Department of 35 beds has not cost the | 
ratepayers of this city anything at all for operation account in the | 
first five months of this year, whereas the Isolation section has cost 
the ratepaycer in operation expenses $15,000. It ts therefore an estab- 
lished fact that the gentleman who made the assertion that a Chil- 
dren's Department would show as big a deficit in operation account 
as an Islation Department is absolutely wrong, as ts definitely shown 
in the expense we have had in connection with these two departments 
this year. 

The reason for an Isolation Department showing lese revenue from 
patients than a general section for sick children is that too frequently a 
whole family is taken down in a short period with a contagious disease 
May we cite two instances: a widow with seven children, being supported 
by the provincial government and city, were admitted to the Isolation 
Hospital in the month of May suffering from the same disease. 

A short time before, there were five from one family admitted, suffer- 
ing from the same disease In neither of these cases was it possible for 
the hospital to collect any fee at ail. There ace other cases such as these 
where several members from one family have been patients at the same 


time, 


When Seven or Eight of Family Are Down 
Expense Is Prohibitive

For purposes | 
of proper hospitalization, the peak-load in any section of public wards is 
80 per cent of the beds occupied. 

In the general section of the Royal Alexandra hospital, which con- 
tains 250 beds, the average occupancy during the month of February 
was 259. During that month, the highest number in any one day in 
this general section was 273 and it was during that month, and the 
succeeding months that it was found necessary to place so many 
children in adult wards. The peak-load on this day was 109.2 per 
cent and the average for the munth was 103.6 per cent.

In the editorial columns of the Edmonton Journal on Wednesday, 15th | 
of June, it is clearly stated in these words, “But on one point, all are 
agreed, that is that proper provision should be made for the care of sick 
children in this city.’ The hospital board of this city, which is the only | 
group of citizens acting or behalf of the city and appointed by the city, , 
whose sole duty it is, to take charge of and study the hospital situation, | 
has agreed unanimously that the only proper caurse to pursue at this 
time is to make provision for these children by the erection of a separate | 
unit on the Royal Alexandra hospital grounds and for this purpose they | 
are asking the sum of $160,000. Certain objections have been raised to 
the passing of this bylaw and with some of these we will now deal:

not, inasmuch as the nurses’ dining room is in the nurses’ home, and 
not in the hospital at all, we would never be willing to usk these
